The  Undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows  on  the  opera^ 
tions  of  the  Association  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting. 

Membership. 

The  number  of  members,  which  was  62  at  the  time  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  1874,  has  now  reached  114.  The  following  statement 
shows  the  movements  of  members  during  the  year  : —

Fl>rANCES. 

The  subscriptions  of  22  members  due  before  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  have  been  received,  together  with  those  of  17  members 
since  elected.  There  still,  however,  remam  a  large  number  of  old 
members  in  arrear,  while  none  of  the  fees  for  this  year  have  yet 
been  paid.  The  Treasurer's  Report  will  show  a  balance  in  hand 
of  $36.85,  one  half  of  which  goes  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.

Local  Branches. 
A  flourishing  Branch  has  been  formed  in  Toronto,  and  the  pre- 
liminary steps  have  been  taken  to  establish  one  in  Montreal. 

Death  of  a  Member.  • 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  undersigned  has  to  record  the 
decease  of  Mr.  D.  Palmer  Howe,  one  of  the  first  members  of  the 
Association,  and  the  first  who  has  been  removed  by  death. 

Secretary's  Duties. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Association  rejected  the  proposal 
made  last  year  to  authorise  the  employment  of  a  paid  Assistant 
Secretary,  not  a  member  of  the  Association.  A  large  quantity  of 
purely  routine  work  is  thrown  on  the  Secretary,  and  the  result  has 
"been  that  during  the  year  the  undersigned  has  been  utterly  unable 
to  carry  out  his  duties  as  Superintendent  of  the  Employment  Bureau. 
He  would  again  urge  the  passage  of  a  resolution  similar  to  that

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AUDITORS'  REPORT. 

We,  the  auditors  of  the  Dominion  Editors  and  Reporters'  Associa> 
lion  for  the  year  1874-5,  respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined 
the  accounts  of  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Associa- 
tion, and  that  we  find  the  following  statement  taken  from  their  books 
to  be  correct : — 

Balance  from  last  year  {i.e.  1873),  $9.85.  Of  this  balance  the  sum 
of  $5;00  was  placed  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution.  The  receipts  for  the  year 
arising  out  of  members'  subscriptions  amounted  to  $47.00,  and  the 
disbursements  to  $15.00,  for  which  there  are  vouchers,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $32.00  on  account  of  receipts  for  1874-5,  which,  added  to 
the  sum  of  $4.85,  the  actual  balance  from  1873,  shows  a  balance  of 
$36.85  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  sum  of  $7.00  to  the  credit  of  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
$5.00  of  which  arises  out  6f  the  appropriation  from  last  year's  balance, 
and  $2.00  being  a  donation  specially  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  from 
Mr.  J.  K.  Suter,  of  New  Westminster,  British  Columbia.

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CONSTITUTION. 


TITLE. 

Article  i.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  "The  Dominion 
Editors  and  Reporters'  Association." 

OBJECTS. 

Article  2.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promo- 
tion of  the  general  interests  of  the  Press  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
the  encouragement  of  friendly  intercourse  among  its  members,  and 
the  improvement  of  the  tone  of  newspaper  literature. 

MEMBERS. 

Article  3.  The  following  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  the 
said  Association  : 

{a.)  Editors  and  Associate  Editors. 
{d.)  Reporters. 

{c.)  Duly  Accredited  Correspondents. 
id.)  Proof  Readers. 
Members  of  the  Press  of  other  countries  may  be  elected  corres- 
ponding members  of  this  Association. 

executive. 

Article  4.  The  Council  shall  be  the  Executive  and  Governing 
Body  of  the  Association,  and  shall  consist  of  the  President,  first  and 
second  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  three  members  elected 
at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  one  member  elected  by  each  Local 
Branch.  The  Council,  being  dispersed  over  the  Dominion,  will  carry 
on  most  of  its-business  in  writing,  and  in  such  cases  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  its  members  shall  be  necessary  to  the  validity  of  each 
act  of  authority.  For  meetings  five  members  of  the  Council  shall  be 
a  quorum. 

The  Council  shall  have  the  conduct  of  all  ',he  affairs  of  the  Associ- 
ation,, the  supervision  of  local  branches  and  the  appointment  and 
direction  of  corresponding  secretaries,  the  power  to  assent  to  or  dis- 
allow any  branch  by-laws,  and  any  other  powers  which  may  be 
given  to  them  by  constitution  or  by-law. 


' 
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OFFICERS. 

Article  5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  or  Council  at  which  he  may  be  present,  and  in  his 
absence  the  first  or  second  \  ice- President  shall  preside  in  his  place. 
In  case  neither  the  President  nor  the  Vice-Presidents  are  present,  a 
chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  meeting.  The  President  shall  have 
authority  in  all  ordinary  executive  acts  and  shall  conduct  all  ordinary 
business  through  the  Secretary  ;  he  shall  also  sign  all  official  docu- 
ments. The  Vice-Presidents  shall  act  according  to  seniority  in 
case  of  the  absence,  illness,  death  or  resignation  of  the  President. 
The  Secretary  shall  keep  all  the  documents  of  the  Association,  •  shall 
preserve  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings,  and  an  account 
of  all  moneys  received  by  him,  which  he  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  expended  by  him  in  behalf  of  the  Association,  and  shall  counter- 
sign  all  official  documents.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
from  the  Secretary,  and  shall  cash  any  order  signed  by  the  President 
and  Secretary,and  shall  keep  an  '  ccount  of  all  moneys  so  received  and 
paid  and  report  thereon  to  each  Annual  Meeting.  «t 

DUTIES  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARIES. 

Article  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  be  the  represen- 
tatives in  their  localities  of  this  Association,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  act  under  the  directions  of  the  Council,  communicated 
to  them  through  the  Secretary,  to  keep  the  Council  informed  of  any 
subjects  of  interest  to  the  Association  which  may  occur  to  them,  and 
to  assist  in  any  way  in  their  power  members  accredited  to  them, 
either  by  members  of  the  Council  or  by  any  Branch  or  Correspond- 
ing Secretary. 

ANNUAL  AND   SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Article  7.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall 
be  held  in  the  Reporters'  Room  in  the  Parliament  Buildings,  in  the 
City  of  Ottawa,  on  the  ist  Monday  after  the  meeting  of  Parliament 
for  the  dispatch  of  business  in  each  year,  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon. 

Special  Meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, on  a  requisition  in  writing  signed  by  five  members. 

ALTERATIONS. 

Article  8.  No  alteration  or  amendment  of,  or  addition  to  the 
Constitution  or  By-laws  of  the  Association  shall  be  made  except  at 


Ix 


some  annual,  adjourned  or  special  meeting,  after  notice  given  in 
writing  in  manner  following  : 

The  person  proposing  the  said  amendment  shall  give  notice  there- 
of in  writing  to  the  President  at  least  s'x  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  said  meeting. 

The  President  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  said  proposed  amend- 
ment, together  with  the  name  of  the  proposer,  to  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Council,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Branch  Chair- 
man, within  one  week  after  he  receives  it,  and  not  less  than  three 
weeks  before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  and  the  said  Corresponding 
Secretaries  and  Branch  Chairmen  shall  communicate  the  same  to 
the  members  in  their  respective  Branches  or  Districts.  * 

No  such  alteration,  amendment,  or  addition  shall  be  made  unless 
carried  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  such  annual,  adjourned  or  special 
meeting,  but  the  presence  of  the  proposer  shall  not  be  necessary, 
and  in  his  absence  the  President  shall  put  the  proposal  to  the  meet- 
ing as  if  it  had  been  proposed  at  the  said  me3ting. 


BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW    No.    1. 

THE  COJNCIL.  •       ; 

1.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  other  members,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

2.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secre<-ary,  Treasurer,  and 
three  members  of  the  Council,  shall  be  elected  by  brllot  at  each 
annual  meeting  by  the  members  present  at  that  meeting. 

3.  The  President,  each  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
shall  be  voted  for  on  separate  tickets,  and  shall  not  be  declared 
elected  unless  they  shall  se.  ally  receive  a  clear  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  members  present. 

4.  The  three  members  of  Council  shall  be  voted  for  on  one 
ticket,  and  shall  be  the  three  members  who  receive  the  largest 
number  of  votes. 

5.  One  of  the  two  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  elected  from  the 
District  to  the  east  of  the  Ottawa  River,  and  the  other  from  the 
District  to  the  west  of  the  Ottawa  River  ;  and  the  first  Vice- 
President  shall  be  he  who  comes  from  the  side  of  the  said  river 
other  than  that  from  which  the  President  is  chosen. 

6.  Other  membeis  of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  by  the  local 
branches  as  provided  by  By-Law  No.  2  ;  but  in  case  of  the  neglect 
of  a  local  branch  to  fulfil  its  duty  in  this  respect  before  the  annual 
meeting,  the  annual  meeting  ri?>  by  open  vote  elect  some  member 
of  the  Association  present  at  such  annual  meeting  instead  thereof. 

7.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  President  or 
first  Vice-President,  the  next  officer  shall  fill  it ;  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  office  of  second  Vice-President,  the  Council  shall 
elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  fill  it ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  that  of  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  or  a  member  of  Council 
appointed  by  the  annual  meeting,  the  Council  may  .appoint  any 
member  of  the  Association  thereto. 

8.  Two  Auditors  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting 
immediately  after  the  presentation  of  the  Treasurer's  Report,  to 
whom  the  accounts  shall  be  submitted  for  audit,  and  whose  report 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Association. 
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BY-LAW^    No.    2. 
LOCAL  BRANCHES. 

The  Council  may  from  time  to  time  institute  local  branches  in  the 
following  manner  : — 

1.  On  receiving  an  application  in  writing  from  at  least  five 
members  desirous  of  forming  a  local  Branch,  specifying  what 
District  is  proposed  to  be  included  therein,  the  President  shall  cause 
the  fact  of  the  application  having  been  made  to  be  communicated  to 
all  the  members  of  the  Association  residing  in  the  said  District, 
requesting  their  views  thereon.  After  hearing  any  objections,  or  in 
case  none  are  made,  after  the  lapse  of  two  clear  weeks  from  the  date 
ot  the  President's  communication,  the  Council  may  then  if  they  see 
fit  issue  a  rescript  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  or,  if  there  be  none 
in  the  District,  to  some  member  of  the  proposed  new  branch,  consti- 
tuting him  convener  of  the  members  of  the  said  District,  and  erect- 
ing it  into  a  Branch. 

2.  The  said  convener  having  called  the  members  together,  they 
may  forthwith  elect  a  Branch  Chairman  and  Secretary  and  pass  by- 
laws, which  must  be  forwarded  to  the  President,  and  approved  by  the 
Council  before  being  operative. 

3.  If  a  Branch  be  constituted  in  a  place  where  a  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary previously  officiated,  the  said  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
forthwith  hand  over  all  documents  and  moneys  in  his  hands  to  the 
Branch  Secretary,  and  shall  cease  to  hold  office  as  Corresponding 
Secretary. 

4.  The  Branch  Secretary  shall  collect  the  subscriptions  ot  the 
members  in  his  Branch,  and  forward  the  amount  so  received  to  the 
Secretary,  retaining  twenty-five  per  centum  to  pay  .expenses  of  the 
Branch,  but  the  members  of  the  Branch  may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at 
any  meeting  decide  to  levy  an  additional  tax  on  the  members  of  the 
said  Branch  fur  local  purposes. 

5.  The  Branch  Chairmen  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
6  of  the  Constitution  as  well  as  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

6.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  representation  of  any 
Branch  in  the  Council,  the  said  Branch  may  elect  one  of  their  number 
to  fill  the  said  vacr".cy. 

7.  Each  local  Branch  shall,  before  the  holding  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Association,  elect  one  of  its  members  to  represent  it  on  the 
Council.

BY-LAW  No.  3. 

ANNUAL,  ADJOURNED,  AND  SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

1.  The  order  of  business  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  shall  be  . 
(a)  Reading  of  minutes  and  confirmation  thereof. 

(d)  The  presentation  of  the    Annual  Report  and    Statement  of 
Accounts,  and  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

(c)  Consideration  of  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By- 
laws. , 

(d)  Election  of  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer/ 
three  members  of  Council,  and  third  Trustee  of  Benevolent  Fund. 

(g)  General  business. 

2.  At  adjourned  meetings  the  business  shall  be  taken  up  at  the 
point  reached  when  the  previous  meeting  adjourned. 

3.  In  calling  a  special  meeting,  the  President  shall  state  the  object 
of  the  meeting,  and  no  business  other  than  that  mentioned  in  the 
rotice  shall  be  in  order  at  such  Meeting. 

4-  Nine  shall  be  a  quorum  at  any  of  the  meetings  herein 
mentioned. 

5.  Except  where  otherwise  provided,    the  general  rules  of  Parlia- 
ment in  regard  to  order  shall  be  observed.

ELECTION    OF    MEMBERS. 

1.  Members  may  be  elected  by  the  Branch  to  which  they  propose 
to  belong  in  any  manner  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said  Branch. 

2.  In  cases  where  no  Branch  exists  in  the  District  in  which  the 
proposed  member  resides,  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  elect  him 
by  a  majority  vote  on  his  being  proposed  and  seconded  by  two 
members  of  the  Association  in  good  stan  ling. 


BY-LAW  No,  5. 

FEES  AND  CERTIFICATES. 

I.  The  annual  fee  for  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  two 
dollars,  payable  on  the  ist  of  January  in  each  year,  or  in  case  of  new 
members  on  their  election.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
annually,  on  payment  of  his  fees,  a  certificate  of  membership  for  the 
then  current  year. 
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BY-LAW    No.  6. 

DISQUALIFICATION  AND   EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

1.  In  case  a  member  of  the  Association  shall,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  year  for  which  his  Certificate  is  granted,  have  ceased  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Press  within  the  definitions  contained  in  Article 
3  of  the  Constitution,  or  shall  be  no  longer  domiciled  in  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  renewal  of  his 
Certificate. 

2.  Any  member  who  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  fees  within  six 
months  after  they  are  due,  shall  be  ipso  facto  disqualified. 

3.  In  case  a  serious  charge  is  made  against  any  member  affecting 
his  character  or  professional  standing,  or  any  breach  of  professional 
etiquette  by  him,  the  same  shall  be  forwarded  in  writing,  and  signed 
by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  to  the 
President,  who  shall  communicate  tile  contents  of  the  document  to 
each  member  of  the  Council.  If  the  Council  consider  the  matter 
worthy  of  further  consideration,  they  shall  cause  it  to  be  communi- 
cated to  the  member  accused,  who  may  reply  thereto  in  writing. 
The  whole  of  the  documents,  with  such  proof,  oral  or  written,  as  may 
be  necessary,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  annual  meeting,  and 
the  member  accused  may  be  expelled  from  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  such  meeting.

BY-LAW  No.    7. 


BENEVOLENT  FUND. 


Whereas  it  is  desirable  to  unite  with  the  general  object  of  the  Do- 
minion Editors  and  Reporters'  Association  the  design  of  rendering 
assistance  to  the  wives  and  children  of  deceased  members  and  to 
such  members  of  the  press  as  may  require  pecuniary  aid. 

Be  it  resolved,  that 

I.  The  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  for  the  time 
being,  together  with  one  member  of  the  Association,  not  a  member 
of  the  Council,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  President  is  elected  by  By-law  No.  3,  be  and 
are  hereby  constituted  Trustees  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Do- 
minion Editors  and  Reporters'  Benevolent  Fund.  ...    ,, 
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2.  The  said  fund  shall  consist  of  subscriptions  and  donations  vol- 
untarily made  thereto. 

3.  The  said  fund  shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  relief  of  widows 
and  orphans  of  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  the  assistance  of 
distressed  members  of  the  Press. 

4.  The  fund  shall  be  managed  by  the  Trustees,  and  payments 
therefrom  shall  be  made  to  such  persons,  and  in  such  amounts  as 
they  may  see  fit,  but  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

5  The  Treasurer  of  this  Association  shall  within  one  month 
after  each  annual  meeting,  pay  over  to  the  credit  of  the  Trustees,  one- 
half  of  any  surplus  of  ihe  funds  of  the  Association  which  the  Audi- 
tors' Report  shall  show  to-  be  on  hand. 

6.  The  Trustees  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  present  a  report 
showing  the  state  of  the  fund,  immediately  a/ter  the  presentation 
•of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  and  Treasurer's  Report. 

7.  The  Trustees  shall  encourage  and  endeavour  to  secure  dona- 
tions to  the  fund,  annual  subscriptions,  lectures,  and  entertainments 
in  aid  thereof,  and  any  other  means  of  augmenting  the  said  fund 
which  they  may  think  desirable. 


BY-LA^W    No.   8, 


EMPLOYMENT    BUREAU. 


1.  An  Employment  Bureau  in  connection  \vith  the  Dominion 
Editors  and  Reporters'  Association  is  hereby  established. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Association  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
the  Superintendent  of  the  said  Bureau,  and  the  several  Branch 
Secretaries  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  be  the  officers 
thereof,  and  shall  act  under  the  instructions  of  the  Superintendent. 

3.  The  Superintendent  and  every  Branch  or  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of  all 
members  of  the  Press  known  to  him  in  want  of  s*  uations,  and  of 
all  vacant  situations'  and  employers  in  want  of  help  of  which  he  is 
aware.    The  said  books  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Superintendent. 


4.  The  said  Branch  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  forward 
to  the  Superintendent  every  name  obtained  by  them  forthwith,  and 
the  Superintendent  shall  forward  the  same  co  every  other  Branch  or 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Association.  ,        ,  ,,^,     . 

5.  Every  member  of  the  Press  not  a  member  of  the  Association 
who  shall  make  use  of  the  said  Bureau,  shall,  on  giving  in  his  name, 
pay  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  to  the  Branch  or  Corresponding  Secretary, 
which  the  latter  shall  forward  to  the  Superintendent.        ,     ,  , 

6.  The  Superintendent  shall  credit  all  moneys  received  from  such 
source  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Association,  and  all  expenses  con- 
nected with  the  Bureau  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  said  fund.
